COVENT GARDEN THEATRE. 

The Marriage of Figaro was repeated last night, followed by The 
White Cat. The former continues powerfully attractive, and the latter 
sustains the position it gained, in public estimation, on the night of its 
production. Madame Vestris’s imitation of H. Phillips, in the parody on 
“‘O, ruddier than the cherry,” is exceedingly comic, and the song is 
nightly encored. All the parodies are highly amusing, and we may 
mention the performance of the King’s minister by Horncastle, as a very 
smart piece of acting. 
HAYMARKET THEATRE. 

Last night, As You Like Jt was performed. The part of Jaques 
was taken by Mr. Stuart ; this character, compounded as it is of fantastical 
humours, and devoid of all real passion, is difficult to embody in palpable 
form and substance on the stage. Mr. Stuart was very successful in his 
assumption—so successful that weregret we have not space to enter into a 
lengthened detail of his performance. Mr. H. Holl made his first ap- 
pearance on these boards as Orlando. He was well received, and per- 
sonated the character in avery talented manner. Miss Charles played 
Rosalind, and evidently took pains with the character, but she wants the 
delicacy and finish of Mrs. Charles Kean, to render her performance more 
than respectable. Webster’s Zowchstone is a perfect portraiture. The 
World of Dreams followed, and John Jones concluded. 

Victorr1A.—The Easter-Monday Melo-drama at this thriving estab- 
lishment, was entitled The Lucky Horse Shoe ; or, the Lone Chamber 
of the Silent Highway ! This domestic Drama was originally produced 
under Mr. Hammond’s unfortunate management of Drury Lane, when it 
was called Woman's Trials. . It was at the latter period dicervsilte hissed 
off the boards of the national Theatre. Now the case is altered; by a 
very ingenious contrivance on the part of its talented (?) author, the 
Drama has been rendered extremely attractive to the Lambeth Marsh 
inhabitants. The Romance of Aladdin, and the Wonderful Lamp, with 
the Nautical Drama of The Red Rover, are the other performances. 

Burning of an Amphitheatre,—On Saturday night last, at about a 
quarter to twelve o'clock, a dreadful fire happened in the town of Man- 
chester, which, in the course of an hour and a half, terminated in the 
total destruetion of the Amphitheatre, belonging to Mr. Batty, situate in 
Great Bridgewater-street, and considerable damage to several premises 
that adjoined the building. It was erected about five years ago, and was 
somewhat capacious, having in the centre a large circus, surrounded with 
an extensive pit, and one tier of boxes, capable of containing three thou- 
sand persons. By one o'clock the fire had extended over the entire fabric. 
also the stables adjoining, and the scene was awful in the extreme, several 
of the surrounding buildings having caught, namely those belonging to 
Messrs. Brougham and Co., timber merchants, the factory of Messrs. 
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Royle and Crompton, and the Albion Mill. The efforts of the firemen 
were wholly directed to their preservation, which was,°in the course of 
a short time, accomplished ; but the fire continued raging till after four 
o'clock on Sunday morning. The Theatre’is totally consumed. All 
that remains of it are the outer walls, whieh are standing. Every means 
have been taken to discover the origin of the fire, but as yet no clue has 
been obtained. The loss sustained by Mr. Wells is between 200/. and 
300/. This is the second Amphitheatre that Mr. Batty has had buried 
down within the last five years. The former took place at Glasgow. He 
estimates his loss at 2,000/., and, unfortunately, he is not insured.
